Many Prices To Rise

With the Phase IV thaw of 
the 
price 
freeze 
beginning 
today, 
except for 
beef 
and 
petroleum, shoppers ©an expect 
higher prices. If there is a 
bright side, it is that the full 
effects will not be felt until next 
month. 


The delay for some hikes 
comes from the fact that Phase 
IV 
requires 
companies 
with 
annual sales of $100 million or 
more to give the Cost of Living 
Council 30 days notice of price 
increases. 


Under Phase IV. sellers can 
raise their prices, but only as 
much as their costs increase. 
Gasoline and other petroleum 
prices will remain frozen for 
another week. Beef will contin­ 
ue 
under price controls the 
longest, until Sept. 12.

Rules Changes 
For Indy Type 
Cars Considered 
INDIANAPOLIS ( U P I ) - 
Rules changes in the name of 
auto racing safety—particularly 
for Indianapolis-type machines 
will be considered here Tues­ 
day by directors of the United 
States Auto Club. 
USAC’s national championship 
competition committee was to 
meet today to finalize recom­ 
mendations to the board of di­ 
rectors. 
Considerable effort has been 
made in some racing circles to 
reduce the maximum horsepow­ 
er for Indianapolis-type cars 
from about 1,000 to 600. 
Reducing the size of the con­ 
troversial “wings” even further 
may also be placed on the agen­ 
da, along with new regulations 
for rear-engine sprint cars and 
other items concerning stock, 
championship dirt and midget 
cars.Recommendations geared to 
greater safety are in outgrowth 
of this year’s rain-shortened and 
accident - plagued Indianapolis 
“500” which claimed three lives 
—those of veteran drivers Art 
Pollard in practice and Swede 
Savage in the race, and a crew­ 
man in the pits. 
Earlier this summer, US AC 
approved several steps for in­ 
creased safety, among them re­ 
ducing the fuel allowed on board 
championship cars from 75 to 
40 gallons and reducing t h c 
maximum wing width from 64 
to 55 inches. 
The wings became a recent 
racing inn novation giving c a r s 
greater stability in the turns 
and thus vastly greater .speeds. 
They nearly resulted in an 
official 200 miles per hour lap 
in “500” qualifications, on a 
track originally designed f o r 
speeds of 75 m.p.h., and many 
racing experts felt the speeds 
were getting out ei hand, in­ 
creasing the risk of serious 
accidents.

major advantage of *he vaccine 
Is that it fends off infection at 
the opening of the throat and 
nose—before 
the 
virus 
ever 
enters 
the 
windpipe 
or 
the 
lungs. 
Another advantage is that the 
vaccine 
can 
be 
developed 
quickly. The trouble with flu 
viruses is that a vaccine ef­ 
fective against one variation of 
the virus may be completely 
u s e l e s s 
against 
another 
variation. And flu viruses can 
undergo drastic changes in their 
makeup frequently. Normaly, it 
takes six months to develop a 
new vaccine after a variation 
appears in the virus. With the 
new vaccine, it takes six weeks. 
A 
revolutionary—and 
still 
controversial — development, 
which has been announced by 
the Pasteur Institute in Paris, 
may eliminate any delays in 
producing 
new flu 
vaccines. 
Researchers there have sub­ 
jected the Hong Kong flu virus 
of 1968. to a host of laboratory 
conditions, t h e r e b y forcng 
changes- 
in the 
virus. 
The 
re s e trc h m believe they have 
anticipated the new variations 
the virus would have undergone 
naturally 
during 
the 
next 
d e c a d e . 
The 
Institute’s 
a s t o u n d i n g 
revelations, 
however, have not yet been 
■verified

community at large.

least imaginative, new efforts 
art being explored to fight the 
ever-shifting flu virus.

Infections and diseases 
of the lungs, though, can cause 
pain, especially when the in­ 
fection affects the thin mem­ 
brane ’hat completely covers 
each lung. 


This thin membrane, called 
the pleura, surrounds a very 
narro w fluid-fil ed space bet­ 
ween the lungs and the chest 
wall. Within this pleural space 
is a fluid that normally enables 
the lungs to expand and con­ 
tract against the chest wall 
without any friction whatever. 
Unlike the lungs themselves, the 
membrane lining the pleural 
space is a rich network of nerve 
endings highly sensitive to pain. 
When the membrane is injured 
or 
irritated, 
pleuritic 
pain— 
be sharp and stabbing. The fact 
that the pain is1 so intense 
usually directs the doctor to the 
site 
of 
the 
problem 
im ­ 
mediately. 
In other lung diseases, such 
as flu, stiffness and pain in the 
muscles of the chest may occur. 
But this type' of pain is usually 
dull and aching, made worse 
by muscular movement rather 
than by breathing.

cold,a emphysema,, the early 
stages of TB When any kind 
of breathing problems develop, 
they should always be checked 
out with a physician.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (UPI)

of the California cattleman m 
the 
Old 
West—rustling—has 
been rekindled by the current 
scarcity of beef and predictions 
of giant retail price jumps. 
“The old vigilante days we 
don’t want to start again." said 
Will Gill, a major rancher in 
Central California with head­ 
quarters in Madera. 
“But 
you’re 
talking 
now 
about a $600' cow,, a $300 calf, 
and it might get to that point.” 
In the past three months, Gill 
has experienced several losses. 
“In one field with 500 cows, 
23 
turned 
up 
missing. 
In 
another field with 225 head, 
three were missing. In another 
field with 120, two were not 
there,” Gill said. 
■“It’s as bad as I’ve seen it in 
10 years experience, other than 
a little flurry every once in 
awhile,” said Hans Van Ness, 
head of the Food and Agricul­ 
ture 
Department’s 
Livestock 
Identification Bureau. 
“I 'think it’s very serious,” 
said state Agriculture Director 
C. B. Christensen. “We’re doing 
everything we can to protect, 
these people and alert local 
enforcement agencies.” 
California ranks seventh in 
the nation with 4.7 million head 
of cattle. The industry meant 
$1.2 billion to the state last 
year. 
Van Ness, who said some 
ranchers may he forced to hire 
“p e r s o n s with professional 
peace officer qualifications to 
guard their herds,” listed 124 
reported ‘ ‘ roads ide si a ug ht e r s ’ ’ 
of cattle in the first six months 
of this year, a 77 per cent jump 
over 1972. 
The total number of lost, 
strayed or stolen cattle in the 
state the first half of 1973 was 
2,701, a 10 per cent jump over 
1072. Arrests for the six month 
period were 63, compared to 62 
for all of 1972.

Thus 
the information on labe s may 
be faulty because of the im­

tivists.” 
L a b e 1 i n g 
also 
can

misleading, Dr. Graham pointed 
out. A fabricated product could 
look better on the label when 
in fact it would be nutritionally 
inferior to a traditional food. 
Dr. 
Graham 
favors 
broad- 
scale nutrition education with 
emphas.s on 
teaching 
people 
proper food selection. Simple, 
descriptive labeling with “ back 
up information avai'able from 
sources referenced on the label, 
with such data being considered 
legally a part of the label for 
enforcement purposes” is what 
Dr. Graham recommends.

Overprescription of Drugs by Medical Doctors 
Cause Deaths, and! Needless, Costly 
Hospitalizations, Medical Doctor States 


According to a professor of pharmacology at a 
San Francisco university, there are about 30,000 
deaths each year in the U.S. from adverse reaction 
to drugs. Also, records show approximately four and 
one half million hospital admissions annually are 
clue to such, adverse reactions. 
He continued that the annual cost of hospitaliza­ 
tion of such cases is $3.6 billion, and most of the 
dollars are wasted because 80 percent of the cases 
could have been prevented. 
He said some hospitals give patients an anti bac­ 
terial drug “as a precaution” even if they have no 
infection, but studies show that such hospitals have 
the same incidence of infection as hospitals which 
administer anti-bacterial drugs to only two percent 
of their patients. 
The leading researcher continued that pharma­ 
cists. are often guilty of refilling prescriptions with­ 
out consulting the physician. He concluded that 
there’s no doubt, if there was a way to control over- 
prescription of drugs by medical doctors, the prob- 
cm of adverse drug reaction could be beaten. —
